Calderon Carlisle , Goes Off and Col. Phil 
Thompson Cemes on.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—During the 
progress of the Breckinridge trial Judge 
Bradley was engaged in reading a 
letter. He called Attorneys Carlisle, 
and Butterworth in consultation 
and finally one juror for further 
consultation. It was probably one of 
the anonymous letters which

of the testimony and devoted himself 
for the first half hour to a discussion 
of Mrs. Blackburn’s testimony.

reminded the jury of the testimony of 
Mary Yancy, the colored cook, who 
had seen the pair sitting on a sofa to- 
gether with the basket between them. 

Mr. Carlisle passed. on to the time 
when Miss Pollard took Breckinridge 
from the side of his lawful wife with 
the quotation from Miss Pollard’s testi- 
mony: “I said, come with me, will 
you? and he came.’4g To the interview 
in. the office of the ef of Police in 
which Breckinridge had sworn, clasp- 
ing her hands, to marry her on the 
3ist of May, the defendant asked the 
jury to believe his word, unsupported 
by corroborating testimony or conduct, 
that the engagement of marriage had 
been a concerted subterfuge. The 
speaker continued: “T ask you to 
-judge him only by what he has told 
you here on the stand. The father of 
a family of eight children, with a de- 
voted wife, he tells you he lived nine 
years in calm, deliberate adultery with 
this woman, not giving way to sudden 
passion, not led by misguided love, but 
lust not love was the bond between 
them. During these years he was 
posing before the world.as a Christian 
statesman, a man high in the counsels 
of the Presbyterian church, giving 
counsel to saints and sinners, while his 
life was-a lie. He asks you to believe 
now, on the ground that during haif 
a' dozen interviews with Mrs. Black- 
burn, @ woman high in standing in her 
State, who must have won the admira- 
tion of every mother’s son in this box, 
he told to her, and carried on a compli- 
cated lie. 

After comparing the social position of 
the two principals, stating that $50,000 
was little recompense for the harm 
done, Mr. Carlisle closed and Col. Phil 
Thompson faced the jury. ; 

Col. Thompson stated that his client 


was not responsible for bringing the’ 


filth into court. He wanted Miss Pollard 
tried as the bawd and wanton that she 
confessed herself. Then followed a 
the plaintiff, 
painting the revelations of the testimony 
in the worst possible colors; naming her 
associates, calling attention’ to her 
drunkenness and  licentiousness and 
wanted to know where the plaintiff 
got the money to carry on her ex- 
pensive suit.

Mrs, Brown had 
come forward to purify the atmos- 
phere of the school and nobody could 
blame her because the plaintiff had 
left .a trail of impurity behind her 
wherever she went. 

Speaking of the plaintiff being under 
contract to marry Rhodes—‘‘Engaged to 
one. man and another man’s mistress 
and bilking another out of his money,” 
Col. Thompson exclaimed, “and a

Judge Bradley said: “There is no ev- 
idence to that effect in the case,” and 
Mr. Butterworth said: “I think she 
did not say that.’’ 

Col. Thompson said he hoped the 
jury would correct him if he made any 
mistakes, as he had not tried a case for 
fifteen years, and did not pretend to be 
up in talk.

She would not 
teil anything th'at was not so for the 
world, but the other lady thought she 
had béen imposed on and wanted it 
put to Col. Breckinridge as hard as 
she could. ‘‘That’s entirely human na- 
ture. I don’t blame her. I admire her 
spirit. Why, I was afraid she would 
jump down my throat, frizzes and all, 
when I began to examine her.”’ 

‘“We are looking at this man of the 
world and man of common sense,” he 
said, gofng on to tell how the colonel 
had provided for her. She had said she 
had preferred being Col. Breckinridge’s 
mistress to Jim Rhodes’s wife, because, 
as his mistress, she did not have te 
work; went in good society and had in- 
tellectual companionship. She had said: 
‘Why, I had rather be the mistress of 
a man like Col. Breckinridge, good-look- 
ing, and intellectual, than sleep all the 
days of my life beside an omnibus,” 
“That was her choice, and I think it 
Was a good one,’’.said the defendant's 
attorney. 

Coming down to the death of Col. 
Breckinridge’s wife, the attorney said: 
‘Then and there a new ambition sprung 
up in her. She said: ‘Here is the old 
man I have hung onto so long; he is 
free, and now I'll make him marry me.’ 
Col. Breckinridge had never introduced 
her to Mrs. Blackburn and the other. 
ladies in whose parlors she had left her 
Slime, and yet it was demanded that . 
he should go there and admit his rela- 
tions with her. No man would have 
done it. He would have looked pretty, 
assuming the role of the seraphim and 
cherubim driving her out in the garden 
of Eden when she had got there.” 

The jury was not to punish Col, 
Breckinridge for immorality. All the 
great men of the world had had thetr 
troubles with women. When Caesar 
was not making laws he .was making 
love to Cleopatra. -David. had put 
Uriah in the front of battles, because 
he had looked on a man’s wife and she 
was lovely. 

“If there had been great men who 
were not fond of women they were 
great hypocrites,”’ the colonel declared, 
‘There was Bonaparte, Washington, 
all of them who had their affairs of love 
as well as of war,’’ and, he added, “I 
don't see why this man, who is no 
worse than the rest of us, only he hag 
been discovered and we have not, shoul@ 
be punished unless we are to beshypo- 
crites.

Extensive prepara- 
tions are being made in the rural dis- 
tricts of Utah for a large emigration

son, of the former prophet,. by: which 
the Mormon church obtains control_of 
3,000,000 acres of choice land in North- 
ern Chihuahua. This land is repre- 
sented to be adapted to grazing and 
general farming, and suitable for col- 
ony lHfe characteristic of Mormon set- 
tlements. 

The plan is for the church to re- 


tain the ownership of all the land and 


lease it in small tracts to settlers. None 
but those considered sound in the faith 
will ‘be permitted to lease the lands. 
The conditions are that as long as 


membership is held in_ the 
church the colonists may 
main upon their farms and pay an 


annual rental. Whenever, for any rea- 
son, a colonist is excommunicated from 
the church all right and title to the 
property must be relinquished, and he 
shall remove from the colonies and 
surrender his right to all improvements 
which he may have made. 

Many of the Mormons, especially 
those from foreign countries, are very 
much ‘dissatisfied with their present 
Surroundings in Utah. They feel out of 
place with gentiles in their midst, and 
regard them as enemies. Political di- 
visions have caused disturbances which 
are inimical to the prosperity of their 
religion. The unity, once a distinct 
characteristic, is now practically de- 
stroyed, and they fear that their chil- 
dren wi!l not remain fadthful to the 
teachings of their fathers. 

.It is officially announced that poly- 
gamy will not be practiced in the pro- 
posed new colonies. At least twenty 
thousand persons will leave the Terri- 
tory and join the Mexico colonies. Those 
not financially able to remove their ef- 
fects will ‘be assisted in emigrating 
and furnished farming implements and 
provisions for the first year. This is 
to be regarded as a loan, and will be 
returned to the board of trustees when 
the colonists are able to care for them- 
selves. 

The scheme is quite an extensive 
stroke of financiering. The colonists will 
engage in general farming and stock- 
raising. Canals for irrigation will be 
constructed ‘by co-operative tabor; stip- 
ulated annual rentals will be paid 
into the church treasury, and one-tenth 
of the income of every person over 8 
years of age will come into the 
church as the regular tithing, accord- 
ing to their book 7 revelations. The 
journey will be de by teams, and 
regular prairie sch » Prepared for 
the occasion, will carry the families, 
with provisions, seeds and farming im- 
plements.

THE COURTS. 


: Judge Smith’s Construction of the Game Law. 


as It Affects Deer. , 

Judge Smith decided yesterday that 
to sell deer meat within the limits of 
‘this State while the game law is in 
force, even though the deer might have 
been killed in some remote part of 
the country where there was no law, 
is an offense punishable under the 
statutes. The decision is an _ impor- 
tant one and is probably the first on 
the point rendered in California, for 
the question as to the rights of butch- 
ers in this respect has never before 
been settled. In explanation of the rea- 
sons for ruling as he does Judge Smith 
has prepared the following’ opinion in 
the case of Simon Maier, who was 
arrested on the charge of violating the 
law some months ago: 

This is an application on the part 
of petitioner for his release on habeas 
corpus; the defendant having been ar- 
rested upon a criminal cuompiaint, filed 
in the Police Court in this city, charg- 

- Ing him with violation of the game laws 
of. this State.

Is the, act unconstitutional? Many 
cases have been cited from United 
States Reports, but none bearing di- 
rectly on the point; that is, I am aware 
of no case where the Federal courts 
have passed on the game laws of the 
United States, 

The United States courts have held, 
as in Minnesota vs. Barbour, U. S. 
313, that a State cannot pass a law re- 
stricting or interfering with the free 
importation of beef or healthy cattle 
from one State to another; that any 
law, under the pretext of inspecting 
cattle and beef, that practically pre- 
vents such importation is in violation 
of the section of the Constitution 
quoted above, and an unwarrantablie in- 
terference with interstate commerce; 
and there are several Federal cases. cf 
like import deciding. the same question. 

But those cases must be. distin- 
guished from the, case at bar, in this: 
No State can prohibit the sale of 
healthy beef, mutton, grain and those 
common necessaries of life; it does not 
come within the police powers of the 
State to thus legislate. Such laws in- 
vade the first fundamental law of or- 
ganized society, viz: to. own and dis- 
pose of property. But all property has 
not the same _ status. Intoxicating 
liquors are property, but it has long 
since been decided by the courts that a 


and sale under its police powers, to 
protect the lives and well-being of its 
citizens.’ The wild game of a State is 
quite different from beef, mutton, pork 
and grain; different in its relations to 
man.in.most of these conditions and 
surroundings that apply to- former. 
It never has been denied that a State 
has ample powers to protect and pre- 
serve its game. It. comes directly 
within its police power. Counsel for 
the defendant cites the case of Bow-, 
man vs. Chicago. and Northwestern 
Railway Company. This is the- cele- 
brated Towa case, in which the ..§$u- 
preme Court of the United States held 
invalid an Iowa statute prohibiting the 
importation of intoxicating liquors into 
the State. 

' The statute forbids any common car- 
rier..to bring into the State. for any 
person or persons, of corporation, any 
intoxicating liquors from any other State 
op Territory; and the Supreme Court 
(held the act void, as being an unwar- 
rantable interference with interstate 
commerce, going beyond the ‘limits of 
its. own territory, and legislating 
against those outside its borders, and 
the court says: “The section of the 
statute of Iowa. the validity of* which 
is.drawn in question, does not fall 
within the legitimate exertion of the 
police: power. It is not an exercise of - 
the jurisdiction of the State over per- | 
sons and property within its limits; on 
the contrary, it is an attempt to exert 
that jurisdiction over persons and prop- , 
erty within the limits of other States: 
It seeks to prohibit and stop their pas- 
sage and importation into its own lim- 
its..and is designed as a regulation of 
commerce: before the merchandise is 
brought to its border. It is not a regu- 
lation. confined to the purely internal 
and domestic commerce of the State. 
It is not'a restriction which only op- 
erates upon property after it has be- 
come mingled with and forms part of 
the mass of the property within the 
State. But the right to prohibit 
‘gales, so far as»conceded to the State, 
arises only after the act of transporta- 
tion has terminated, because the sales 
which. the State may forbid are of 
things within its jurisdiction.’ 

In short, that decision holds that all 
articles over which the -police powers 
of a State extend, though a State may 
not prevent their importation, and sale 
in bulk, but when mingled with the 
property of the State it becomes subject 
to the laws of the State. So that if 
this case has any bearing on the one 
at the bar, it is, that when the venison 
was placed upon the block and retailed 
out, it was subject to the law the same 
as if killed in this State. 

It will be observed that the act in 
question does not attempt to interfere 
with the importation, but simply makes

The almost tropical sun that broke 
through the mist of fog veiling the 
City of the Angels yesterday morn- 
ing shone down upon streets resplend- 
ent with flying bunting and alive with 
the noise and bustle of celebration. 
From one end of the town to the other 
floated the colors of “‘La Fiesta,’’ inter- 
mingling their brilliant hues with the 
more subdued shades of the evergreen 
-and spreading palm leaf and transform- 
ing the principal thoroughfares into 
long vistas down which, almost as far 
as the eye could reach, the striking 
effect of red, green and orange formed 
continuous border lines until merged 
together in the distance. 

Never before, since the days when 


the city was numbered among the 


sleepy Mexican pueblos, have its in- 
habitants joined so thoroughly into 


’ the spirit of the occasion and given 


themselves up to participation in the 
fholiday exercises of carnival time as 
they did yesterday and will continue 
to do throughout the remaining days of 
the festival. . 

As the time had drawn nearer to- 
ward the inauguration of the move- 
ment the abandon which was to char- 
acterize the. fiesta had become fairly 
contagious and when~the culminating 
point was reached the timé proved ripe 
for outbursts of unbridled enthusiasm. 
-During the forenoon ‘business was 
carried on in the shops and stores 
much the same as usual, though with 
more activity than is generally notice- 
“able. The crowd of visiting tourists 
and townspeople thronged the streets 
from an early hour but their numbers 


were nothing compared with, the: swarm 


of residents of adjacent cities and 
towns of Southern California who 
taxed the carrying capacity of the pas- 
senger trains leading into the city 
from all points of the compass. By 
noon the sidewalks were jammed and 
still there was room for more and the 


- more kept on coming. 


Nearly everyone, from the smallest 
tot to the dignified professional man, 
wore the tri-color as a ‘badge in, the 
form of silk-ribbon rosettes and the 
ruling motive throughout all seemed 
to be and was to make the most of 
the time, the place and the intent of 
the celebration. 

When 12 o’clock had rolled around 
and the big bell up in the tower of 
the deserted City Hall had tolled out 
its three heavy strokes, the crowd on 
the street began to wend their way 
down toward Central (Sixth-street) 
Park, where the grand stand had been 
erected and the formal opening of the 
programme was to take place. The 
reserved benches on the platforms 
Were not nearly sufficient in number to 
supply those who were willing to pay 
for a convenient and comfortable place 
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from which to look on, so the crowd 


surged up along the sidewalk and 


pcg out on the lawn underneath 
e shade trees of the park to wait 
for the programme to begin. fe 


A few short weeks ago, when the 
Merchants’ Association first agitated 
the project of holding a fair or carni- 
val in Southern California there were 
many who looked upon the idea as 
unfeasible and utterly impracticable, 
but by united effort and not a little 
expense the business men”of the city 
proved to the public yesterday that 
they Gould successfully carry out a 
plan, in which the amusement of the 
people forms a part and substance, to 
a degree proportionate t@ the Roman 
carnival or the firmly-established 
Mardi Gras of New Orleans. 

Those who attended,. either as spec- 
tator or participants, the exercises of 
yesterday were not slow in expressing 
their appreciation of the enterprise 
displayed and the hope was voiced on 
every side that the future of “La 
Fiesta,” as an annual event, might 
be in the same ratio as the energy 
and perseverance of its originators.

| Sights and ‘Scenes About the Streets Before 


the Parade. 
It was a cold, gray dawn that ush- 


-ered in the first day of the fiesta, for 


until nearly 10 o’clock the clouds of fog 
hung low, and the.air had a breath of 
chill in it that kept the usual early 


-Tisers of the feminine sex indoors later 


than they would have remained had 
the weather heen of their own making; 
but with the sun, they too, came out to 
join the hosts of sightseers on the 


‘streets and help to minister to the suc- 


cess of the exercises in a way that was 


gratifying to the committees and full | 


of pleasure to themselves. Equipages 
varying in form and style from the 
rough. country farm wagon to the 
private coupe,. with liveried 
coachman, and handsomely caparisoned 
hrorses, filled thé driving room on the 
streets completely, before many hours 
had rolled by, and theltr occupants, 
whether attired in silks or homespun, 
entered into the common spirit of fun 
with a will. Gripmen, conductors and 
motorneers on the cable and electric 
roads had also*caught the infection, 
and their cars, many of them, at least, 


“presented as elaborate specimens of 


decorative art as any of the bedecked 
business-house fronts along the way. 
Altogether, the holiday air pervading 
the town in every nook and corner was 
most complete. During the time occu- 
pied by the ceremonies at the park, 
and the course of the procession after- 
ward, no cars were run at all along the 
streets, it being almost an impossibility 
to make way for any sort of a convey- 
ance along the crowded thoroughfares 
without danger to life and limb. No 
one attempted to hurry when the crush 
came, and if they had, their efforts 
would have been met with many re- 
buffs in the way of human blockades 
of the most impenetrable sort. It was 
a gala day for all, and this fact was 
not lost sight of for a moment. The 
crowd that gathered at the park was

THE PRELIMINARIES, 


Formation of th 

: March to the Stand. 

At noon. the Fiesta Committee met 
at the Board of Trade rooms and 
formed in line preparatory to march- 
ing to the park, toward which the peos 
ple were already streaming. The com- 
mittee line was headed by W. A. 
Burke, F, Maynard, Ben Tyler, W. 
H. Harrison, E. S. Blasdell, A. é 
Grifin and F. W. Sabichi mounted 
on bicycles and the Ontario Band, 
members. of the Board of Trade 
proper bringing up in the rear, be- 
ing preceded by a company of Throop 
cadets from Pasadena. att, 

The little procession marched first 
to the Courthouse where the Super- 
visors were given a place in lime. 
From there the march was back on 
Broadway to the City Hall. ; 

At first street the procession was 
reinforced by Principal Musician Brad- 
bury of the Seventh Infantry, N.G.C., 
and six other members of the Dram. 
and Bugle Corps, all mounted and at 
the City Hall the number was in- 
Greased by. the addition of Mayor 
Rowan and members of the City Coun- 


| cil and official boards of the city. The 


Mayor carried the big gilt key, which 
later he was to turn over to the Queen 
of the Angels, together with the free- 
dom of the city. 

In this form the primary parade 
of the day moved to the reviewing 


stand, which occupied a position on

OPENING CEREMONIES. 


Long Procession. 

At 12:45 o’clock the corps of 
mounted bugilers of the N.G.C. led the 
procession ‘of ‘honorary guests from 
Broa@way down Hill street; to the re- 


viewing stand. First appeared Mayor 


Rowan and Director-General Max Mey- 
berg, the other committeemen follow- 
ing in. file. The company took seats 
at the left of the platform. 

By the time the hour for the opening 


came from the crowd massed in the 
vicinity of Sixth street, which told 
of the coming of the main procession. 
In a few moments the cry was taken 
up, and all along the line until a per- 
fect babel of sound rent the air. Steam 
whistles all over the city joined in to 
swell the noise of welcome. 

Then the band’ played, and as it 
ceased a gorgeously-attired herald 
came forward, with a roll of parchment 
in his hand, and gave forth this an- 
nouncement:

Scarcely had the courier retired, when 
the Queen herself, in mask, attended

The prehistoric float represented a 
scene supposedly laid in the early days 
of California. .

In his tepee an In- 
dian chief reclined, watching 
squaws at work, while a number of 
braves danced for amusement on‘ the 
space before him. The Indians were 
brought from Yuma especially to take 
part in the procession, and they evi- 
dently enjoyed acting for the white 
man’s benefit.

CABRILLO’S SHIP.

Above a brilliantly-painted and flower- 
garlanded hull, banners with the words, 
music, literature, art, science, poetry 
and architecture, upon them, were 
hung, and, as a centerpiece, a large 
globe, with the dark continent on one 
side and the light one, America, on the 
other, was pivoted. As the float moved 
the globe turned on its axis; showing 


the map outlines the location of Los 
Angeles, with a tiny finger. The 
drapery, wheels and hangings were 
all of the “‘fiesta’’ colors, alternating 
with the red, white and blue of the flag. 
The arts were represented by young 
ladies, who were grouped about,. en- 
gaged in the occupations symbolized 
on the banners above~them. On the 
very back of the float the coat-of-arms 
of California was very cleverly. exe- 
cuted, and, just above it, a peacock, 
gorgeous in brilliant plumage, sat at 
the topmost point of the canopy.

for what they’then saw. It seemed as 
if all the skill and all the art of the 
Orient had been turned loose so as to 
make the spectacle one of the most 
gorgeous ever witnessed. Many of the 
costumes in. other parts of the parade 


leaving “the 
upper portion clear, It contained bars 


and other gymnasium appliances—and 
was manned by a number of the 
Turnverein athletes. When in front 
of the reviewing stand the men formed 
in a fantastic group and did it 80 
neatly that cheers were awarded their 
effort. 

Next came the Knights of Pythias’ 
float. The trimmings were very elab- 
orate and the numerous characters 
were well costumed.
